situation, 
asks: Is 
Christianity a 


Failure? He sees live Christian na- 
tions In a death Mi-uggle. killing thous- 
ands of men, making thousands of wid- 
ows und orphans and breaking up 
thousands of homes. If Christianity is 
a vital force In the world, why should It 
not prevent these horrors? It is a iicr 
tinent question and Christianity must 
answer It. 
The answer is that this bloody havoc 


has come about In spite of Christianity 
This war is the result of a neglect ant 
defiance of Christianity. The nation 
have Ignored the teachings of Christ. 
They have chosen selfishness, material- 
ism,' vice, passion, prejudice, unkind- 
ness to govern them rather than the 
Christian commandments and the law 
of Christ. Tlie war is proof of the 
truth of Christianity. It can he ns eas- 
ily traced to the mocking of divine law 
as a river can be traced to its source. 


The war Is a reaction against this 


repudiation of Christianity. 
The Im- 


mense calamity and loss of life is only 
a measure of the transgression the nn- 
tloiis have been guilty of The culmina- 
tion of the conflict is bound to be a 
reassertlon of Christianity in some 
form, agreed to lu the treaties that 
close the strife. The struggle will not 
end until the nations promise to quit 
their meanness, their selfishness, their 
hatred, aud to exemplify In their con- 
duct the goodwill and s<-nse of justice 
which Christianity stands for 


When the-jiatlous conduct their af- 


fairs upon Christian principles there 
will lie no war. When they don't, there 
will be war, and the present conflict in 
Europe is evidence of it. Instead of 
proving that Christianity is a failure, 
the war proves that anti-Christianity 
is a failure. Until the community, the 
state, the nation, tlie 
world govern 


themselves by the law of Christ, then* 
will'be wars and wars to harass aud 
alllict mankind.
